The Chicago City Council has been taken 


to task by tlio Jfow York Observer, nm\ by 
some of the citizens of Chicago, for letting 
somn Gorman Societies use the City Hall for 
meetings on Sunday. It is charged that the 
meetings lire of an inlidel character. 
The 


committee, to which the matter was referred, 
reported that the use of the Hall was asked 
for, for rbiigioiH worship; but thai they were 
entirely ignorant of the doctrines and creeds 
t«u»ht at the mt'etings, and that they did not 
consider it; thu duly of the Council to dictate 
to those societies, or to any other, what doc- 
trines and creeds they hhould teach.

,lmt a coalition has been formed between Has- 
iin, Austria, and LYaiioi', to divide the Conli- 
lent into three great Umpires, lo uphold Des- 
)oti?m, and to make war on Republicanism. 
It is supposed that the late daring usurpations 
of Louis Napoleon, conslilutu the opening 
scene in the grand drama which they propose 
lo enact; and that Ilus-iia and Austria stand 
behind the curtains, ready to nppo.tr at any 
moment when the MICC-CSS of their policy re- 
quires it. 
M. Louis IShiiie, a French refugee 


in London, has written a letter upon this sub- 
ject, in which Im says: 


" The sacrilegious plan, of which tlin sack 


of Paris is tho commencement, is to form a 
Knssinn empire, extending lo Constantinople 
—an Austrian empire, with iho definitive an- 
nt.'.xalioruif Italy—and a Fnmeli empiro, with 
the addition ol'ISeluium. From this holy alli- 
ance a war would arise ngiiiimt tlmdcmncrntiu 
party, nnd against the liberal and constitution- 
al parly, mid extinguish what the absolutist 
powers call ' the revolutionary (lame,1 or what- 
ever lights the human spirit on iho way of 
progress. For Iho accomplishment of all this, 
Louis Napoleon has delivered Francu inlo the 
hands of French Cossacks." 


The London nress seems lo concur in this 


view of thu wibjuct, nnd also to think that the 
next step will be for France to make war on 
Hiigland, and that she will be backed by the 
other two. 


If thesu things nro fo,—if lliu despotisms n 


Europe iire about lo assume the offensive, and 
make, war, not only on their own citizens who 
desire liberty, but on other nations whose 
governments they deem too liberal,—then it 
is probable (hat we shall soon witness a strug- 
gle, the like of which the world has never seen. 
It is enough lo startle almost the coolest and 
the boldest mind, to contemplate thu tremen- 
dous events which meh n struggle would pro- 
duce. It would be no partial, strife,—no mere 
struggle of a province for independence1,—no 
war of rnco iigainst race, of color agiiiust color, 
—but a mighty world-struggle for liberty—a 
war of extermination between mankind and 
their tyrants, whieli would not only drench 
the earth, but redden the seas with blood. 


Our opinion ns to tho true policy of this 


country, as tho question has been heretofore 
presented, has been somewhat unsettled. But 
if Despotism shall commence sueh a contest, 
there will bo but one course loft for tu. 
Wo 


must join in with England, not with a waver- 
ing or selfish, calculating policy, but with a 
fearless and whole-souled devotion lo free in- 
stitutions. We' must spend our last dollar,— 
wu must spill our hist drop of blood, before wo 
permit this gigantic scheme for blotting out 
liberty froin,the world,'to succeed. 


And we liuvo no fear of the result of such a 


contest. 
If England and the .United Slates 


shall together .unfurl the Hag of Universal 
Freedom, tho efi'ect upon tho human mind 
would be electric.' Among the sufleriiig and 
enduring millions of tliu :globe, thu flume of 
liberty would "spring upward like a pyramid 
of fire,".and burn with a fury that would de- 
vour despots and their minions, like stubble 
from tliecnrtb. 'No one e;tn predict thocourac 
which events' willi take.. Uut it mny bo that 
the attempt of :tho'Allied Tyrants of Europe 
to strengthen tlieir p'owerj iind to bind the fet- 
;ors still stronger upon their, people, may lias-
